The ark, therefore, if it fisated 
alongside of either of these two ships 
wonld hide them completely.

The tablet, after giving the dimen- 
sions of the ark, goes sn to describe 
tbe arrangement ol tbe deckhouse. 
There was ample room on each aide 
of tbe deckhouse for moving about, a 
space of 17 20 feet having been lett on 
each aide ot tbe craft between the 
deckhonae and the gunwale of tbe 
ark. At each end waa a great deck, 
where the inmates rested dnring the 
day. Ona may suppose the** two 
decks were similar in purpose, it not 
in form, to the piemenade decks os 
the modern liners. 

The work of deciphering the In- 
scription has not been completed, and 
only a partial Hat of the animal* that 
were carried hae been made out yet. 
Tbe inscription so far as read enum- 
erates in the order given: Dromeda- 

ries, camels, oxen, moles, aaies, 
•beep, goats, antelopes and rabbits •• 
the matnmels that were carried. 
Dove* lead the list of birds. Then 
follow swallowa and ravens. 

All thia agree* with the account of 
the building and voyage of tbe ark •• 
given in the Bible, except tbe order 
In which the bird* are named. 

The order in which tbe birds are 
mentioned agrees with the atory of 
the deluge told In another Assyrian 
tablet, of which, however, only a 
fragment was found.

That the system of maintaining 
these unfortunates is wrong I will 
readily concede. But who made the 
law.'

Article 3 If, In the above event, 
any other Power or Powers should 
join in hostilities against that ally, 
the other contracting party will come 
to its assistance and will conduct war 
In common and make pence in mutual 
agreement with it. 

Article 4 The contracting parties 
agree that neither ot them will, with 
out consulting the other, enter into 
separate arrangements with another 
Power to the prejudice of the interests 
above described. 

Article 6. Whenever in the opin- 
ion of either Great Britain or Japan, 
the above mentioned interests are je- 
opardized, the tw > Governments w ill 
communicate with one another ru ly 
and frankly. 

Article 6 provides that the agree- 
ment come into effect immediately, 
retfialu in force lor five ycay, and be 
binding for a year after either party 
renounces it. But, when the date 
fixed far the expir ti* 4 , ol the agree 
meat ai lives, either party thereto is 
actually engaged in war, the alliance 
shall ipse facto continue until peace 
. is concluded. 

The agreement is signed by Lord 
Lansdowne and Baron Mayusht, tbe 
Japanese Minister to Great Britain.

Freedom for Two Hundred. 

St. Louia, Feb. 10.— Established 
precedent* of the United State* army 
wera overthrown and the freedom of 
nearly 20* men now confined In Fed- 
eral penitentiaries were aaeured by 
a daciaien rendered by tbe Unit- 
ed Staten Circuit Court of Appeal* to- 
day in the caae of Peter C. Deming, a 
former captain of United Staten vol 
unteers, against Robt. W. McLaugey, 
warden ef the Federal penitentiary at 
Fort Leavenworth. 

Deming waa imprisoned on the 
sentence *1 a conrt-martial composed 
of nine regular army officers, convened 
by Gen. W. R. Shelter, on March 29, 
1900 The opinion of the Circuit 
Court written by Judge Walter S.Saa- 
born ia that the court-martial which 
sentenced Deming acted in violation 
of Article 77 ol the article# of war, 
which provides that officer* of tha 
regular army thall not be competent 
to eit in coart-martlml tor the trial of 
officers and aoldlera oi other forces. 

The essential question as stated in 
Jndge Sanborn's opinion Is whether 
the volunteer army 1* the same a* the 
regular army, or whether It le one of 
the * ‘ether iotcea'
